It is marvelous to see how the attitude changes 
when one is. brought Into close personal touch with misery. This 
is the service which Is donej by friendly visiting, by tne social set- 
'llemonU, by all things that enlist the sympathy of a larger number 


of persons.

It indicates that the progress- 
lives are doubtful of their ability to 
control' the state committee and that 
they prefer to take no, chance on hav- 
ing the committee reject Mr. Roose- 
velt a second time, thlnklng.lt safer to 
leave the solution of the problem 
to the convention Itself, of 'which,they 
clalin control by a large majority.

placed by Mr. Griscom at 570 while 
Cornelius V. Collins of Trojr, who Is 
lining up the Roosevelt forces, plac- 
ed the figure at 58'J; with new recruits 
constantly coming In. 


Mr. Collins, who reached Saratoga 


early in the evening, announced thtt 
a solid Roosevelt delegation had oeen 
selected from Rensaelaer county, thus 
setting at rest reports that the dele- 
gation would be divided; 


Mr. Collins said that in event of his 


being tendered^ the chalrmanstilp of 
the state committee, to succeed Tim- 
othy L. Woodruff as had been sug- 
gested he' would decline it.
